Consumer spending in the early part 
of August exceeded the year-ago level. 
Cooler weather boosted the sale of Fall 
apparel and there appeared to be sus- 
tained demand for Summer clothing. 
The pattern of durable goods sales was 
unchanged from preceding months. 

Total retail sales, seasonally adjusted 
were estimated at $14.4 billion. This 
was 5 per cent above a year ago and 1 
per cent below a month ago. 

Retailers’ collections in July remained 
somewhat slower than a year ago. In 
comparison with a year ago, they were 
more prompt in 11 cities, unchanged in 
43 cities and less prompt in 63 cities. 
In comparison with a month ago, they 
were more prompt in 4 Cities, un- 
changed in 8g cities and less prompt in 
25 cities. 

Volume in new cars was well above 
a year ago. A contra-seasonal pickup 
in the sales of used cars was noted in 
some areas. As cool weather prevailed 
throughout July and August, the de- 
mand for air-conditioning units dimin- 
ished slightly. Other appliance sales 
remained slow. 

Food volume was higher than a year 
ago and slightly below a month ago. 
Frozen foods were purchased in greater 
amounts than in 1952. Response to 
August linen promotions was not as 
spirited as had been anticipated. 

The preliminary Dun’s Review Re- 
gional Trade Barometer for July stood 
at 138.5 (1947-1949—100). This was 
6 per cent above a year ago and 3 per 
cent above the final barometer for June 
which was 134.0. The barometer is ad- 
justed for seasonal variation and the 
number of business days in the month. 

In June, the Barometer for Los An- 
geles (29) reflected the greatest increase, 
14 per cent; the San Francisco Region 
(28) reflected the greatest decrease, 3 
per cent. In comparison with the pre- 
vious month, the Salt Lake City Region 
(26) had the greatest decrease, 7 per 
cent, and the Cincinnati and Columbus 
Region (g) the greatest rise, 4 per cent. 
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
